Help The New Immigrant 

In announcing Canada's new immigration and land settlement policy, Hon 
Charies Stewart, Minister of Immigration and Colonization, made it plain that 
the cardinal features of that policy would be (1) careful selection of immi- 
grants in country of origin, and (2) wise direction after settling in Canada, 

The importance of these two things can hardly be over-estimated. In 
the past Canada has lost tens of thousands of immigrants who, after coming 
to this country, have drifted away to the United States or returned to the 
land from which they came. The reason is not far to seek. Many in the 
first place were not of a type or class at all likely to succeed in this country. 
Others, and probably a much larger number, became discouraged because, 
through lack of knowledge and “wise direction” they made fatal mistakes, re- 
sulting in loss and ultimate fallure. 

Careful selection of immigrants in the country of origin will operate to 
prevent men and women wholly unfitted by previous environment and train- 
ing from succeeding in a new coutry like Canada from ever embarking on 
such a venture. For example, it is but inviting failure to send a man to 
Canada who all his life has followed, say the occupation of silk weaving. He 
knows silk weaving thoroughly, but is qualified to succeed at that and nothing 
else. To send such a man and his family to making a livelihood in Canada 
at farming, or lumbering, or mining, is to invite trouble all round. He has 
neither the training, the physique, or the adaptibility required to succeed. | 

What Canada needs and must have are the average sturdy men and 
women and boys in their teens who have the physique to stand hard work and 
can adapt themselves to manual labor. People who can work, and are will- 
ing and desirous of working on the land itself, are the type having the best 
possible chance of making a success in Canada. 

But even more important than careful selection is the provision of wise | 
direction afier they have arrived in Canada. Many men and women having 
the qualities necessary to success have failed because of wrong direction, or 
no direction at afl. They have become round pegs in square holes. Some 
have unfortunately located on land which was not suitable for agricultural 
operations. Failing where success was practically impossible they have left 
the country, whereas had wise direction been provided they would have been 
advised and assisted to locate élsewhere in Canada where success would have | 
attended their efforts. 

Therefore, the plan now proposed of keeping close check on every incom. | 
ing immigrant and assisting him to get properly placed, and with advice and 
practical help when needed tide him over periods of discouragement and seem- 
ing, though only temporary, failure, appears to offer the best possible chance 
of peopling our vacant lands with men and women who will win out and} 
make a real success in Canada.

The Fear of War : 


Lord Robert~Cecil Discusses Condi- 
tlons in Troubled Europe 

“When we come to analyze the sit- 
uation closely we find that the fear of 
war is the beginning of unwisdom,” 
said Lord Robert Cgcil recently dis- 
cussing @bnditions in Europe. ‘“Rus- 
sia’s apprehensions have been trans- 
lated into vast armies withdrawn from 
reproductive work, ill-fed, ill-clothed, 
ill-disciplined, and consequently a 
greater menace to their friends or 
fellow-citizens than to their enemies, 

“In France the fear of war has led 
to the establishment of those armics 
of occupation on the Rhine that are 
costing bankrupt Germany more than 
one million pounds a week—more 
than two thousand million marks. 

“Fear of war is leading. a section of 
pubTte opinion in England to demand 
a vastly increased air service, and still 
further concentration upon scientific 
methods of slaughter. In all diree- 
tions we find that knowledge is still 
harnessed to destruction; that the 
readiest means of money-making is to 
invent something that can destroy life- 
energy faster than nature can re- 
place them. Behind all these mani- 
festations Hes fear.”

The prime consideration in road 
building in Canada is possibly to en- 
able the farmer to reach the markets 
with his product as conveniently and 
economically as possible, and this has} 
first consideration in the drawing up| 
of national programmes. A second} 
requirement is to maintain good 
means of communication between the 
larger centres and to adequately serve 
and further encourage motor tourist 
traffic, which is rapidly increasing 
every year and has become a not in- 
significant asset in Dominion revenue. 
Each year the increase in the settle- 
ment and cultivation of farm lands 
makes necessary the penetration of 
new colonization areas, which can 
only be effected by the construction 
of roads which will permit new set- 
tlers to get into them with the least 
degree of trouble and inconvenience. 

Canada is rapidly gaining a reputa- 
tion abroad for good roads, conse- 
quent upon a Dominion-wide policy of 
co-ordinated effort, due to the fore- 
sight of Dominion and Provincial Gov- 
ernments and their co-operation in 
construction and maintenance. The 
Canada Highways Act of 1919 was a 
recognition the— important part 
played in the development of national 
prosperity by good roads and elicited 
the co-operation of all sections of the 
Dominion in maintaining a high stan- 
dard. The bill made the sum of $20,- 
000,000 available during the following 
five years, to be divided among the 
provinces on the basis of population, 
with the expenditure of proportionate 
amounts by these provinces to a total 
of $30,000,000. 

At the present time there are 18,000 
miles ef main roads in the various 
provinces and networks of communt- 
eations branching off from them to 
serve the rural areas. In afldition to 
the maintenance of these, new roads 
are being constructed each year. 
These serve to join up the provincial 
centres, and it is now the aim of the 
various governments to join up the 
provincial systems and provide a main 
highway across Canada from coast to 
coast, an undertaking not difficult of 
accomplishment and the accomplish 
ment of which may be soon expected, 

Excellent motor roads joim up all 
the principal civic centres and the 
avenues to the international boundary 
are maintained at a fine standard. 
Last year half a million motor tour- 
ists visited Canada from the United 
States alone, staying for various per- 
fods from one day to six months, and

Silos And Silage 
For Winter Dairying __ 
In Western Canada 


“If interest in providing winter feed 
for cows may be accepted as evidence 
of prospective development tn winter 
dairying, then Saskatchewan dairying 
fs due for a forward step the coming 
winter,” “states P. BE. Reed, Dairy 
Commissioner for Saskatchewan. 

“While markets and marketing are 
always chief topics of disctission with 
dairymen,” he states, “silos and silage 
certainly hold the centre of the stage 
in all parts of Saskatchewan just now 
with the sunflower crop as the star 
of the troupe. Within recent weeks, 
reports of excellent crops of sun- 
flowers with enquiries concerning the 
handling and storing of them, have 
come to the datry branch from prac- 
tically all parts of the province. The 
great problem now is the construc- 
tion of excivation silos, Many good 
lumber silos are being erected this 
year and they afford, at least, the 
most convenient means of storing suc- 
culent feed for winter use. But it 
has been amply demonstrated that 
green forage crops may be satisfac 
torlly cured and stored in either pitor 
trench silos and where cash is scarce 
this is undoubtedly the system to 
adopt. The pit silo is simply a round 
hole in the ground like a well but with 
& greater diameter, usually 12 to 18 
feet across and any depth down to the 
water line, while a trench silo, as the 
name implies, is a trench 12 to 16 feet 
in width, 8 to 10 feet deep and of a 
length to suit the size of the herd or 
the amount of crop to be stored. Sil- 
age crops are easily and cheaply 
grown and ensilage is undoubtedly the 
best and most economical feed for 
winter milk production. Hence a 
g00d motto for all dairymen would be 
“put a silo up or put one down, but 
grow ensilage crops and have a 
silo.” 

One dairyman in the north of the 
province reported a few days ago that 
he had a field of sunflowers which 
would average eight feet in height. A 
representative of the Dairy Branch 
visited Harris district recently at the 
special request of the local dairymen 
to give some advice and assistance in 
making sub-surface silos and handling 
the crops. In the immediate vicinity 
of Harris in the famous Goose Lake 
wheat district, he found nearly one 
thousand acres of corn and sunflow- 
ers, One grower alone had three hun- 
dred acres in corn, while another had 
fifty acres,.and the remainder was 
scattered in smaller acreages. © One 
dairyman there had been successful in 
the some what unique accomplishment 
of excavating a pit silo with horses 
and scraper. A circle 16 feet in dia- 
meter was laid out by leaving a drive- 
way out at one side the greater part 
of the earth was removed with the 
team and scraper to the full depth of 
17 feet—a great saving In labor when 
compared to moving it with a shovel 
and hoisting with a bucket. 

“Another member of the Dairy 
Branch staff, who is working in the 
northeast part of the province, reports 
many new silos in that district. (There 
are), he adds (many good fields of 
sunflowers in this district, in fact one 
sees fields of sunflowers everywhere 
in Saskatchewan.) The same is also 
true with regard to new silos; they 
are in evidence in every part of Sas- 
katchewan. 

“In addition to corn and sunflowers 
there has been a much greater in- 
terest this year than ever before in 
the growing of all kinds of forage 
crops, not only for winter feeding, 
but for late summer and fall pas- 
ture. This, of course, is not all at- 
tributed to preparation for more 
extensive dairying, but to the more 
general term of more livestock rais- 
ing or better balanced farming.

In New Brunswick aud Saskatche-| ~ 
wan: Sept. 15 to December 31, both 
dates inclusive. 

In British Columbia (eottheen and 
eastern districts): Frém the first Sat- 
urday next following August 31 in any 
year to a date three months and fif- 
teen days later, both dates inclusive. 

In that portion of the western dis- 
trict to the north of the 53rd parallel 
of latitude: From the first Saturday 
next following Sept. 7 in any years to 
a date three months and fifteen days 
later, both dates inclusive. 

Ducks and Rails (Special Districts) 

In British Columbia (in that portion 
of the western district to the south of 
the 58rd parallel of latitude): From 
October 15° until January 30, both 
dates inclusive, but If October45 falls 
upon a Sunday in any year the season 
shall be from Oetober 1 to January 30, 
both dates inclusive. 

In Nova Scotia: September 15 
December 31, both dates inclusive.

Geese ,10;° Brant, 10; Rails, 
Coots and Gallinules, 25 in the aggre 
gate; Black-bellied and golden plover 
and the-greater and lesser yellow-legs, 
15; Wilson or Jack-Snipe, 25; Wood- 
cock, 10. The bag limit for the open 
season in British Columbia are as fol- 
lows: Ducks, 150; Brant, 150; Wilson 
or Jack-Snipe, 150; Black-bellied and 
golden plover, 150 In the aggregate; 
greater and lesser yellow-legs, 150 in 
the aggregate. 

Amendments to Section 10 state 
that in the province of Ontario no per- 
son shall kill, or attempt to kill, any 
migratory game birds between sun- 
set and sunrise. A further amend- 
ment states that “the possession of 
night lights and firearms by any per- 
son during the night in places fre- 
quented by migratory game birds shall 
be considered prima facie evidenge of 
night shooting.”

Results Obtained from Experiments 
With Saskatchewan Soil 
A series of experiments in soll pack- 
ing and in fertilizing are recorded in 
the interim report of the Superinten- 
dent of the Dominion Experimental 
The 
packing was tried for wheat sown on 
summer, fallow, for wheat sown on 
spring ploughed wheat stubble, and 
for wheat sown on autumn ploughed 
stubble “lands. The results, the 
Superintendent says, do not indicate 
that the packing of the ground is to be 
recommendéd as an operation to be 
performed at tny stated time during 
the season's activitles. On well 
worked summer "fallow and fall 
ploughing the benefit of the packer is 
not sufficiently large to justify tho 
purchase of the necessary implement. 
On spring ploughing the benefit of the 
packer {s much more marked; the soil 
being loose and open as a result of 
the ploughing explains the benefit de- 
rived, as the packer firms the soil and 
makes a more desirable seed bed, The 
natural packing of the soil on the 
summer fallow and fall ploughed 
ground makes a fairly firm seed bed 
and lessens the need of greater firm- 

ness. 

“In the fertilizer experiment sixteen 
‘plots were used and four-year rotation 
followed, consisting of wheat, oats, 
hay and corn, The fertilizers were 
applied on the surface in spring and 
worked in just before seeding the 
corn, The results of this experiment, 
which was designed to ascertain the 
value of commercial fertilizers to the 
yarlous crops commonly grown, indl- 
cates that on fertile soils, such as are 
common in the west, while the yield 
on some of the crops may bé@ increas- 
ed slightly by the“application of com- 
mercial fertilizers, the Increase is not 
sufliclent to warrant the purchase and 
application of such fertilizer for the 
growing of the common crops of the 
praieies. This does not affect the 
value of such fertilizers for special- 
ized crops such as garden stuffs. A 
noticeable fact in all the fertilized 
plots was that the potassie fertilizers 
gave the least benefit of any of the 
fertilizers applied; the conclusion to 
be derived is that the potassium in the 
soll was sufficient for the needs of the 
crops, though there may be benefit’to 
be obtained from the use of nitrates 
and phosphorie acid.

And Ensure Their Going Into Winter 
Quarters In a Clean and Healthy 
Condition as 
Be sure that sheep are clean and 
healthy when taken into winter quar- 
ters, because under housing conditions 
infection and parasites have far better 
opportunities of coming into existence 
and of spreading than they have in the 
open, This is the lesson sought to 
be inculcated by Pamphlet No. 6 of 
the Sheep and Swine Division of the 
Dominion Livestock Branch. Mites, 
lice and ticks are the pests most to be 
feared, their activities being frequent- 
ly accompanied by serious disorders. 
The ravages of these unwelcome in- 
vaders can be greatly lessened and 
even warded off entirely by dipping. 
If any sheep should be infected by 
seab, which is contagious, the bragch 
should be notified, and the animal at 
once isolated, the wool clipped from 
the part affected, and the sheep dip- 
ped at intervals of ten days under en- 
tirely freed of the trouble. For the 
prevention of ticks, sheep should be 
dipped twice a year, once in the 
spring and again in the fall. The ma- 
terial required for the process can 
easily be purchased, and it is suggest- 
ed that small farmers might club to- 
gether so that it can be. obtained in 
large quantity, which would ensure 
lower cost and better quality, In- 
structions are given in the pamphlet— 
which can be had free on application 
to the Publications Branch, Ottawa— 
as to the methods to pursue — the 
equipment required.

Interesting Figures Giver in Medical 
History of War ’ 

There has appeared in England 
the first volume of the medical section 
of a History of the Great War, issued 
Officially by the British Government. 
This first volume deals with Medical 
Services; Diseases of the War. The 
volume consists of a series of descrip: 
tions of diseases as they appeared in 
the Great War. Each part is the 
work of one or more contributors of 
high seclentific eminence, and the 
whole is subject to a committee of 
men prominent in the medical services 
of the war. 

The chapters relating to the group 
of tevers classed as “enteric” afford 
an interesting illustration of the 
value of inoculation. They offer a 
Striking comparison between the stat- 
istics of the British experience in 
France in the Great War with the ex- 
perlences of other armies in preceding 
“wars in which the practice of inocu- 
lation was either non-existent ‘br very 
limited. 

During the thirty-one months of 
the South African war in which the 
British probably never had more than 
250,000 men in the field, and from first 
to last probably never more than 350, 
000, there were nearly 60,000 admis- 
sions to the enteric diseases, and of 
these more than 8,000 died. In the 
Spanish-American war the American 
#rmy employed 108,000 men, and there 
were nearly 20,000 enteric cases with 
about 1,600 deaths.

Whole Wheat Bread to Replace the

Red Cross Nursing Outposts 


Extending Nursing Facilities to Out- 
standing Sections in Saskatchewan 
The Red Cross will establish one of 

its Nursing Outposts at Kelvington, 

thus bringing the total of hospitals 
and outposts operated by the Red 

Cross in Saskatchewan to eight, locat- 

ed at Paddockwood, Carragana, East 

End, Robsart, Bengough, Cut Knife, 

Meadow Lake and Kelvington. 

The Red Cross has also decided, 
working in co-operation with the Rural 
Municipalities of Souris Valley No. 7, 
and Lomond No. 37, to place district 
nurses at Colgate and Bromhead, the 
cost of such service to be divided 
equally between the Red Cross and 
the municipalities. 


This decision was reached at a re- 


cent meeting of 
Medical and Nursing Services. Re- 
ports presented to the committee 
showed that during the six months of 
the year, nursing days in the six out- 
posts in operation for a whole or part 
of that period totalled 1,435, and that 
35 babies were born. 

The Council of R.M. of Bengough 
No. 40 are so well satisfied with the 
work being done in the Red Cross Out- 
post there that at a recent meeting it 
was decided to make important altera- 
tions and extensions to the present 
building, or build a new, larger and 
more modern one. 

The two years for which the Red 
Cross agreed to operate the outpost at 
Paddockwood expire in October, and 
the people there have petitioned for a 
renewal agreement, and in so doing 
refer in terms of high praise to the 
splendid services rendered to them in 
their isolated location, far remoyed 
from all other medical or nursing help. 

The Red Cross has also authorized 
the establishment of an outpost at 
Medstead on condition that a suitable 
building is provided, but steps in that 
direction have been deferred until 
next spring. 

Eleven graduate nurses are now em 
ployed permanently by the Red Cross 
in Saskatchewan, The expenditure 
for the past twelve months in equip 
ping and operating outposts and main 
taining district nurses in the field has 
been approximately $20,000, while do 
nations for this work have amounted 
to about $4,000.
